Dear Mr. President:-—— 

The Committee, which has in charge the affairs 
of the new Club House for women students of University College 
at &5 St. George Street, met yesterday at the request of Miss 
Wrong to discuss the affairs of the House, amongst others the 
question of a collection of moneys for fees, meals, etc.. 

. The Committee is of the opinion that in the 
interests of the Union it is most desirable that, as far as 
possible, all fees should be collected, at least for the current 
year, at the House itself. The success of the House depends 
upon the voluntary adherence of every student and if even 
slight difficulties arise in the facilities for the payment of 
fees at the moment when the student is ina favourable frame of 
mind, it is feared that the number of members may be diminished 
by the failure to take advantage of even a momentary enthusiasm. 

f, on the other hand, there are administrative reasons that 
interfere with this arrangement, the Committees would like to 
recommend that all extraordinary moneys, such as fees of 


graduates and the product of the sale of meal tickets, be

collected at the Union, while the regular membership fee for 
undergraduates might be paid into the Fees! Office. Even by 
the latter arrangement we feel that we are likely to forfeit a 
few memberships.
